Te KING Goes t» Balmoral.—The King 


concluded his visit to Lord and Lady Savile at 

Rufford Abbey on Monday, and journeyed from 

Ollerton Station at Balmoral. On the previous 

Saturday His Majesty paid an unexpected visit to 
Newstead Abbey, the historic home of Byron. The 
King displayed great interest in the Newstead relics, and 
inspected the spot where Byron’s favourite dog, Boatswain, 
is buried. 


The Queen in Denmark.—The Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, with Queen Alexandra on board, 
arrived at Elsinore last Sunday afternoon, accompanied by 
ber escort, Dido. Her Majesty had been six days at sea, 
the Royal yacht having left Port Victoria on the previons 
Monday. After crossing the North Sea, however, the 
yacht and her escort encountered a storm, and were com- 
pelled to anchor in the mouth of the Elbe. They remaine 
there weather-bound until the Friday, when they were nble 
once more to get under way and steam through the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Canal to Kiel, and thence on to Elsinore. The 
Queen, despite her tempestuous voyage, looked remarkably 
well on landing. Greetings over, the Royal party entered 
the special train, and left for the palace at Fredensborg. 
Her Majesty intends to stay in Denmark for four weeks. 


The Queen and the Little Cripple.—Another 
instance of the Queen's sympathy for her poor and afflicted 
subjects has just been made known. In the course of 'a 
visit to the London Hospital, Her Majesty’s attention 
was directed to a little girl who had become partially 
paralysed and could scarcely walk. The Queen then 
expressed the wish that the little sufferer should be sent 
to the holiday home of Mr. C. Montague, the superintendent 
of the Spitalfields and King Edward Mission. This 
wish was, of course, carried out, and a few days ago Mr. 
Montague wrote informing Her Majesty that the girl was 
making excellent progress. In reply he received a letter 
from Buckingham Palace stating ‘how glad Her Majesty 
was to hear that Charlotte was deriving so much benefit 
froin her visit to the home at Sandon.”

‘They receive five 
shillings per day, free rations, and an allowance for hire of 
horses.— The following arrangementa have been substituted 
for those previously made for the battalions of Foot Guards’ 
change of quarters: Sept. 28, Ist Scots Guards, Windsor 
to Aldershot; Ist Coldstreams, Aldershot to Windsor;

President's Daughter Descends in a Sub- 
marine.—Miss Alice Roosevelt, daughter of the American 
President, took a trip in the submarine-boat Moccasin to 
the bottom of Narragansett Bay a few days аво. The boat 
was slowly submerged until it reached a depth of 25 feet, 
when it was raised to the surface. The descent was accom- 
plished several times with the young lady om board. 
Aithough confessing to an uncanny feeling, Miss Roosevelt 
was quite collected, and calmly watehed the working of the 
machinery as the boat manceuvred through the water. 


The Gale's Great Havoc.—Enormous damage was 
wrought by the great storm which swept over England at 
the end of last week. Buildings were wrecked in almost 
every town round the coast and sea-fronts and esplanades 
destroyed. At Dover the great harbour works suffered 
damage which is estimated at fully £40,000, the whole of 
the southern breakwater works having been swept uway. 
Between forty and fifty lives must have been lost on land 
and sea, several vessels foundering without any trace of their 
crews being discovered. Crops in many districts—Wales 
puer wem hopelessly ruined; while in Kent the 

op harvest suffered severely, the vines in some places being 
laid as with a steam-roller. АП over the country big trees 
were torn up by the roots, and the roads and fields littered 
with broken branches. Trains were everywhere delayed, 
and the telegraph service disorganised, owing to the col- 
lapse of wires, 

Thrilling Balloon "Trip. — Captain Goosens, а 
Belgian aéronaut, who, accompanied by a German Count, 
ascended in a balloon from Berlin the other day, has been 
recounting his experiences. After leaviog Berlin 
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tore the balloon away, and carried it at high speed towards 
the North Sea. Both Captain Goosens and his companion 
sustained slight injuries while trying to retain the balloon 
on the ground. During their thrilling voyage their rate 
of speed had at times been as great as 125 miles an hour. 


The Servian Plot.—Several more officers have been 
arrested at Nisch in connection with the alleged plot 
against the murderers of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga. King Peter has received a number of anonymous 
letters of late, warning him that the people of Belgrade 
are notoriously fickle, and that those who cheered the late 
King and Queen with enthusiasm only a few days before 
their murder afterwards acclaimed the assassins with equal 
enthusiasm. King Peter is said to be feeling the strain 
of the present situation. He looks very much less cheerful 
and confident than he did on his first arrival at Belgrade, 
and never goes out without being escorted by a strong 
military guard. 


Lynchehaun’ Released and Re-arrested.--A 
tangle has arisen in connection with the extradition of 
James Lynchehaun, the escaped Irish convict, who was 
recently arrested in America. Lynchebaun signed a 
habeas corpus petition, which was heard by Judge Baker, 
at the Federal Circuit Court, Indianapolis. The court 
sustained the tition, deciding that Lynchehaun could 
not be arres' there on a New York warrant. This 
decision freed the convict, but the British Government's 
legal representative promptly applied for his re-arrest on 
an Indianapolis warrant. The application being granted, 
Lynchehaun’s case will come up for hearing in due course. 


Railway Guard Found Dead in his Van.—On 
the arrival of the 9.25 a.m. express train Glasgow to 
Carlisle at Dumíries the other morning considerable

surprise was evinced when the guard did not alight. Upon 
one of the officials entering the van he found the guard 
reclining dead in hisseat. The deceased's name was George 
Graham. He resided at Carlisle, and was forty-five years 
of age. It was found that he had signed his book after the 
train left Kilmarnock. The body was sent on to Carlisle by 
the same train. 


Lovers’ Tragedy at Beckenham.—The Beck- 
enham coroner held an inquiry into the deaths of 
Charles J. Speller, a labourer employed at Woolwich 
Arsenal, and Ada Cook, a barmaid residing at Plum- 
stead, who were found shot dead in a first-class rail- 
way. carriage at New Beckenham Junction. The two 
deceased were sweethearts, but Miss Cook's parents, 
having heard “а terrible character" of Speller, 
had recently endeavoured to break off the engagement. 
БреПег'з father admitted in the witness-box that his son 
had, when a boy, been sent to a reformatory. After that 
he went to sea, and while on a voyage met with an accident 
to his head, of which he had complained ever since. Subse- 
quently he went out to the front with the Yeomanry, and 
on returning secured employment at the Arsenal. A 
number of Speller’s letters—in which he wrote bitterly of 
his detractors—having been read, the jury returned a verdict 
to the effect that the man had committed suicide while 
labouring under mental derangement, and that in the case 
of the woman she died from shock caused by a revolver-shot 
in the head inflicted by Charles John Speller, who was guilty 
of wilful murder 


Yorkshire Moor Tragedy.—A shocking di-covery 
was made on a lonely moor a few miles from Marsden, 
near Huddersfield, the bodies of two gamekeepers being 
found with terrible gunshot wounds about the head. The 
victims were William Uttley and Robert Kenyon, and all 
the circumstances point to their having been murdered by 
poachers. Recently poachers had carried off a considerable 
quantity of game from the moor, and Uttley and Kenyon 
had, in consequence, been instructed to ktep a sharp look- 
out for the marauders. On the Wednesday night of last 
week the two men left Marsden to take up stations on the 
silent moor two miles distant from the nearest house. 
As they did not return to their homes in the morn- 
ing foul play was feared. Search - parties were ut once 
organised to scour the moor in all directions. Опе of the 
parties, guided by the moaning of a dog, at length dis- 
covered Uttley's dead body, partially covered by earth 
and stones. Behind his left ear was a gunshot wound, and 
the upper part of his coat was scorched, showing thatthe 
shot had been fired at close quarters. Subsequently the 
body of Kenyon was discovered in a ravine in the centre of 
the moor. It was concealed under a pile of earth, sods, 
and heather, only his clogs protruding. Kenyon had been 
shot through the neck, and the shots had carved a channel 
three inches in diameter. The Yorkshire police are actively 
[шеше investigations into the tragic affair, and it is 
поред аё the murderer or murderers will soon be brought 
to justice. 


Fatality at a Theatre.—Just before the rising of 
the curtuin at His Majesty’s Theatre, Haymarket, last 
Saturday night, a strong smell of gus was noticed behind 
the stage. The source of the escape was at once traced to 
a room, which was found to be locked on the inside. The 
door was forced, ard inside the room was found the 
unconscious form of a man named Kirkham, who died 
before medical assistance arrived. An examination of the 
room revealed the fact that the gas had been turned 
on. Kirkham, it was stated, had formerly been employed 
as Mr. Boerbohm Tree's “dresser,” but had recently becn 
appoirted manager of the refreshment department. 


Fxciting London Fire.—In the height of the gale 
last week the firemen in the central district of London 
were called out at half-past four in the morning to deal 
with a destructive fire in Shepherdess Walk, City Road, 
a large building which was used as a stores by a pro- 
vision - dealer, named feadding- and a corn - dealer 
named Austin. The fire ‘burned fiercely, and the front 


building, which was in obvious jeopardy, was rented 
by а brass -finisher, named Adams, und three families 
of lodgers, named Dell, Mogerid and Quick When 


these people were aroused by the glure of the fire, to find 
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their dwelling in serious danger, they rushed. out -into.the 
streets half dressed. and sóme-piteous- scenes were wit- 
nessed as half-clad men and women essayed to save 
their household effects, After an hour’s hard work the 
firemen succeeded in preventing a furthers spread of 
the fire. 


The Stamp Case —The stamp case, which for three 
days oceupied the attention of the Recorder and a jury at 
the Old Builey, was concluded on Monday. Five men were 
charged with being concerned in stealing and receiving 
c rtain Government stamps which were not issued to the 
public. An'hony Buck Creeke, a solicitor, and Walter 
John Richards, who was princip:] clerk in the postal 
department of Somerset House, pleaded guilty to the 
indictment, and were sentenced to віх months’ imprison- 
ment in the second division. Alfred Waterhouse, a young 
man who was employed at the Admiralty as a temporary 
cerk, and who was accuse! of selling stamps to a dealer 
in Villiers Street named Moore, went into the witness- 
lox and denied that he knew of the exi-tence of Moore. 
‘The jury found Waterhouse not guilty. No evidence 
was Offered against the two other men—Henry Richards 
and Perey "іда Richards—and they were accordingly 
discharged.

Not only is this variation noticeable in the quality, but the 
quantity also is subject to considerable fluctuations. It is 
not uncommon to find the yield diminished or increased by 
rerhaps a fourth, without any cause being assignable for 
the change. It may be taken as approximately correct that 
if any goat gives more than four pints of milk per diem the 
increase in quantity will be at the cost of a corresponding 


loss in quality. 
The Potato Crop. 

There is a great outery about the potato disease and the 

ssibilities of the partial failure of the crop. That there 
is much disease is undoubted, but there appears to be some 
exaggeration. Breadths of Up-to-Date potato and other 
well attested maincrop varieties are being * matched" 
ngainst other sorts, and because the top of the Up-to-Date 
is touched and, in some cases, the foliage is gone, it is 
argued that the crop is all diseased. It will be just as 
well if potato-growers and buyers keep their heads in this 
matter, forit does not necessarily follow that because the 
top is gone the root is gone also. We have seen cases in 
which, when the top has been as bad as possible, there has 
been only a small percentage of disease. ¿Growers should 
therefore not be in too great a hurry to lift the crop unless 
it is to go to market at once. Better by far let the spores 
clear away a bit first. If the crop is lifted and the spores 
are shaken off the tops all over the tubers, and the potatoes 
get warm in the pit or trucks, thengthe spores will start into 
the skins of the potatoes, and sometimes reduce the whole 
to a mass of rottenness; whereas if the crop is left awhile 
there would be little trouble. 


A Hand Seed-Drill. 

A drill such as the one illustrated is recommended for 
po where the large drill has missed or the turnips 
nave been destroyed by fly, etc. It is, indeed, invaluable 
to all possessing a market or kitchen-garden, and desirous 
of economising seed. The seed is deposited in the hopper, 
and by simply pushing the {drill along the ground the 
travelling wheel gives a motion to a slide at the bottom 
of the hopper, and the seed falls through a tube situated

Late Strawberries. 

There seems to be great need for a really late 
strawberry, says a writer in Gardeaing Illustrated. Those 
reputedly late varieties, such as Latest of all, Waterloo, 
Elton Pine, Marguerite, or even Givon's Late, the best 
recently introduced late variety, are not really late in the 
sense desired. If anyone will put down a breadth of, say, 
twenty varieties, including ‘the earliest and the latest, he 
will find that midway in their fruiting season all aie 
cropping at the same time. and that the ripening season 
seldom exceeds a month or five weeks. We can, 
by putting plants under glass, aecelerate strawberry- 
fruiting by months artificially; but even without heat 
we can not only do so ully a couple of weeks, 
but we can in thit way also save the earliest and 
best blooms. ‘That is so much that it always pays to have 
a few score of plants either in pots or planted in framex 
thus aided to fruit early. Outdoors the frosts now, as à 
rule, kill the fruit gew in the early flowers wholesale, 
and thus check, in the open, fruit-production by fully ten 
to fourteen days, hence the fruiting season is greatly 
shortened, and early varieties and later ones all come in 
together. It is this unpleasant fact which so much empha- 
sixes the need for distinctly late varieties such as will bloom 
lute, fruit late, and ear od crops even up to the middle 
or end of August. Probably it will be said that long eic 
then the taste for strawberries will have become satiated. 
because when the season is at its height we get such a glut 
of fruit. That may be true in a sense, yet not in goose- 
berry, raspberry, currant, cherry, or plum have we a fruit 
that is so cool, refreshing, and generally acceptable in hot 
weather as the strawberry is. When the berries are 

uthered in the early morn and kept cool till eaten no other 
ruits are more welcome,
